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The PREFACE. 


G EOGRAPHY is juftly called the Right Hand of Hiftory; the 
Knowledge of the Situation and Extent of thofe Countries which 
were the Scenes of great Events recorded in Hiftory, being highly 
neceflary, in order to form a clear and conlpicuous View of thofe 
Events. The moft advantageous Manner of reading Hiftory, and the plain- 
eft and eafieft Way of fixing Hiftorical Tranfaftions in the Memory, is to 
confult Maps of thofe Countries which the Hiftory refers to; and whatever 
Cities, Rivers, or Iflands are mentioned by the Author, to fearch them out 
and view them in a Map. The Impreflion made on the Memory will, by this 
Means be ftrong and lading; and when we thus view the Situation of Places 
mentioned by the Hiftorian, we are not only helped more eafily to take in his 
Remarks, but frequently to make folid ones of our own, and to judge more 
perfe&ly of the Fafls recited. 

The Greek and Latin dailies, thofe excellent Monuments of antient Learn¬ 
ing, thofe Records of the famous Exploits of illuftrious Men in former Ages* 
fill up a great Part of the Education of Youth ; and Vis in order that the 
Study of the Clafiics might be attended with greater Advantage and Pleafure, 
that the following Maps, adapted to them, are publifhed. When the young 
Student is reading the Navigations oiUlyJfts or dEneas^ the Expeditions of 
Alexander , of Hannibal , or other great Men of Antiquity, he may follow 
them in thefe Maps through all the memorable Places they paft, which will 
excite a greater Attention to the Circumftances there traniaded, and, at the 
fame time that it helps him to form a better Judgment of thofe Exploits, it 
will imprefs his Mind ftrongly with the Chain and Series of Events. 

The Light ftruck on many Paffages in Hiftory, by Maps adapted to them, 
has occafioned their being fitted to the moft valuable Editions of the Claffics ; 
but the Ufe of them, fo fat as it regards the young Student, has in great mea- 
fure been prevented: For notwithftanding that fuch Maps have been hitherto 
lefs correft than might be expe&ed, yet they have been commonly too dear 
for the Generality of Youth to purchafe. **. 

That fomething of this Kind might appear in public of more univerfal Bdt 
nefit, on account of its Cheapnefs to Scholars, and Correftnefs of the Maps, 
a Set of Gentlemen in France , eminent for Learning* undertook this Work: 
They employ’d confiderable Pains and Labour on it; and having brought the 
Plan to as great Perfe&ion as they thought it would bear, they put their Com- 
pofition into the Hands of the famous Monf. Du Val> Geographer to the 
French King, who revifed the fame, and publifhed it in 28 Maps of the Old 
World. This Performance I now prefent to the Public, with the Addition of 
Four new Plates, and with one very material Correction in the other Twenty- 
eight, viz. Monf. Du Val having followed the ufual Manner of his Country¬ 
men, and given French Terminations to many of the antient Places, I thought 
it abfolutely neceflary to remove this Inconvenience, which I have done by 
corre&ing the Names agreeable to Mr. Eachard ’s Claffical Geographical Dic¬ 
tionary, Cellar iu 5^ and the Information of feveral learned Gentlemen, whole 
kind Affiftance in this Work I gratefully acknowledge.

the PREFACE. 


That this Edition of Claffical Maps might appear with greater Accuracy, I 
have carefully examined the Places laid down with the lateft and moft exaCt 
Obfervations. I have aifo fitted to each Map a Scale of Britijh Miles, 60 to a 
Degree; and have ufed Mercator* s Projection, and engraved Scales according 
to it, in thofe Maps where the Number of Degrees are too many to anfwer 
correCtly to one Scale. With the Help of thefe Scales, the Student when 
tracing the Expeditions of antient Heroes, may eafily inform himfelf of the 
Diftance of Places, and the Length of the TraCt, which in Imagination he 
marches through, as well as of the Shape and Figure of thofe Countries 
which have been the Theatres of great Actions, the Form of which he will 
fee by infpeCting the Maps. 

Befides the deep Traces left on the Memory, when particular Events are con¬ 
sidered with the Ufe of Maps, there is this further Ad\'antage attending it: 
Hereby the Pupil will read the Claffics with greater Pleafure, and at the fame 
time be gaining fome Geographical Knowledge. He will treafure up the 
Names of Seas and Iflands, Rivers and Towns ; he will learn what Cities 
are bordering on the Sea, or fituated on the Sides of Rivers, and which are 
diftant from them. He will be informed how the World was divided in former 


Times, and will find no fmall Delight in comparing thefe antient Maps, and 
the Extent and Boundaries of former Kingdoms, with modern ones. Geogra¬ 
phical Terms, and the LJfes of Longitude and Latitude, will be eafily learnt 
when his Curiofity is by this Means excited. 

The Four new Maps which I have added to this Collection, are, I. A Map 
of the Countries where the Civil War raged between Pompey and Cafar y 
Plato 27. II. A Map hitherto much wanted, viz, A Scriptural Map of An¬ 
tient Afta , as it became gradually inhabited after the Univerfal Deluge, {hew- 
ing the feveral Difperfions and Settlements of Noah* s Defendants, from their 
firft Habitation where the Ark refted ; and the Paflage of the Gomarians into 
Europe , which were the firft Colonies fettled there, Plate 30. III. The Jour- 
neyings of the Ifraelites mentioned in the Mofalc Hiftory : Alfo the Land of 
Canaan , {hewing the Divifion thereof among the Twelve Tribes, and the 
moft remarkable Places mentioned in JoJhua and Judges , Plate 31. IV. The 
Journeyings of our Saviour, {hewing the Places mentioned by the Four Evan- 
gelifts. Alfo the Travels of St. Paul, with the Places mentioned in the Books 
of the New Teftament following the Gofpels, Plato 32. I am indebted to 
Dr. Stukely , Fellow of the Royal Society, for the Map of Antient Afta , Plate 
30. It is the Compofition of that learned Gentleman, who generoufly pre¬ 
fen ted it to me for the Encouragement of this Work. I return him my 


hearty Thanks for the fame. 

The Method in which thefe Maps are placed, more Regard is had to the 
Connection and Relation they bear to one another, in refpeCt to the Situation 
of Countries, Empires, and Conquefts, than the Antiquity of the Author* 
from whence they are extracted. It is obvious they are defigned for the Ufi 
of Schools ; but it is hoped that Perfons alfo of riper Years* who^Jelight in 
reading the Claffics, will find them of great Advantage.
